1. Claims 11,12, and 14 remain withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected electrode (claim 11), and to a nonelected battery/vehicle 
(claims 12 and 14), there being no allowable generic or linking claim. Election was made without 
traverse in the reply filed on February 1 5, 201 0. 

Claims 1 -1 0 and 15-18 remain under consideration by the Examiner.

The following rejections of record, stated in the Final Rejection, have been withdrawn in 
view of Applicants' amendment to claim 1, and in view of the persuasive arguments traversing said 
rejections: 

a. The 103(a) rejection of claims 1-3 as being unpatentable over Scherson (WO 01/80338); 

b. The 103(a) rejection of claims 1-6, 8, 10, and 15-18 as being unpatentable over Ito (U. S. 
Patent Application Publication No. 2005/01 16375) in view of Scherson (WO 01/80338); 

c. The 103(a) rejection of claim 7 as being unpatentable over Ito (U. S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2005/01 16375) in view of Scherson (WO 01/80338), as applied to claims 1 and 4, 
and further in view of Ito et al. (U. S. Patent No. 6,447,571); and 

d. The 1 03(a) rejection of claim 7 as being unpatentable over Ito (U. S. Patent Application 
Publication No. 2005/01 16375) in view of Scherson (WO 01/80338), as applied to claim 4, and 
further in view of Shimuzu et al. (U. S. Patent No. 5,707,763). 

The cited references of record, either alone or in combination, fail to teach or suggest the 
combined deposition of a first electrode ink composition and a second electrode in composition, 
said deposition resulting in the formation of one of a positive electrode and a negative electrode 
layer.

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 



The prior art of record does not teach or suggest the claimed method for manufacturing 
an electrode layer, wherein one of a positive and negative electrode layer is formed by ejecting 
droplets of a first electrode ink composition (including at least one electrode active material in a 
solvent matrix) from a first nozzle of an inkjet device onto a base material, and by ejecting 
droplets of a second electrode ink composition (including at least one binder material in a solvent 
matrix) from a second nozzle of the inkjet device onto the base material, wherein said first 
electrode ink composition and said second electrode ink composition are deposited in 
combination to form one of a positive electrode and a negative electrode layer.
